meetings of the organization until 
three years ago, when I moved to Ho 
bokcn and happened to attend special 
services at the First Methodist Epls 
eopnl church one evening with my 
husband.

pulpit, and his words so Impressed me 
that I Bought him after tho services 
mid told him my story. 
I nssurrocl 


him that I wanted to glvo up my an 
archlst associates, and ho told me to 
pray and see him the next day. I waa 
converted In the cotiroe of a few 
wcuks but, although I .stopped attend 
Ing the nnnrchlBt meetings, they kept 
constantly communicating with me. 


Gets Cipher Message. 


"I received no Intimation of the at 


tempt on President McICInloyM 
llfu 


and knew noth.ag of his assassination 
until I read It In the newspapers. 


"Shortly afterward I received a lot- 


tor In German rlphcr snylng that an 
attempt rt-ould be made to assassinate 
President noojoveU at the bicenten- 
nial celebration of Vale tit New Ha- 
ven. Tho date sek-ctod was Nov. 15, 
1001. and.the man selected to do tho 
deed was n Frenchman named Meloy. 
He arrived on a Red Star liner, and 1 
met him on the p!or with other an- 
archists. 
I became friendly with him, 


an<F, after meeting him several times, 
tried to persuade him not to commit 
tho deed. 


Commits Suicide. 


"In the meantime I had let Pastor 


Mcado Into the plot, and he got the let- 
ter In cipher from mo. and forwarded 
It to tho Nov.- York branch of the se- 
cret service. 
Meloy was continually 


tracked and was several times on the 
point of being arrested. My entreaties 
won him over eventually and ho told 
me that he waa going to return to 
Paris-ami kill himself, as.hla anarch- 
ist associates told him that either 
ho or Iloosevelt would have to die. lie 
kept his word and returned to Paris 
and killed* himself by pretending to 
accidentally fall under a horse's hoofs. 
The record of his death Is In the pos- 
suasion of the Paris police. 


Awakens Suspicion. 


"The second man selected to kill 


the President was named Mueller, and 
he lived In New York. He committed 
suicide by taking poison. The third 
person to draw the lot for the game 
purpose was a Mrs. Schroeder, who 
lived somewhere In Harlem. Shu end- 
•d her life In the same manner as 
Mueller. 1 got only general announce- 
ments of those two plots, and waa 
told the dates when 
the 
attempts 


would be made on tho President's life. 


"The anarchists began to suspect 


mo after the Schroeder woman did 
away with herself, and' spies were kept 
.vntchlng my houae In Hoboken. I be- 
came fearful of my life and appealed 
o Pastor Mcadu for assistance. He 
communicated again with the'sorrel 
service, and detectives followed mo 
every time I left the house to co to 
church or do mnrhetinp."
